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Northfield N. R. A. Campaign 
Moves Forward Day By Day 


The campaign in the N. R. A. movement is 
rapidly moving forward. At a largely attend- 
ed meeting of the General Committee held 
last Friday evening in Town Hall, reports 
were that Northfield business men and em- 
ployers of labor were becoming members of 
the N. R. A. and the “Blue Eagle’ ’was be- 
ing displayed everywhere. Plang were con- 
cluded for the canvass on “‘Consumer Cards”’ 
and the Committee in charge of the same 
consisting of Mr. George McEwan, Chairman, 
Mrs. Charles A. Parker and Mr. Harry Gin- 
gras said they were ready to proceed when 
supplies arrived fram Washington. A list of 
the ‘“‘Consumers Committee” will be pub- 
lished next week. Mount Hermon was added 
to the Northfield territory and Postmaster Charles Streeter was added 
to the General Committee. 

The N. R. A. Program is designed to put five million men back 
on payrolls in a short time. 

When this is done, 20,000,000 people will suddenly be placed in 
position to buy the normal necessities of life. That means that the to- 
tal trade volume of the nation will, upon the complete acceptance of 
this plan, be lifted by from 10 to 20 per cent. 

Northfield will have a definite share in this increased prosperity 
to the extent that it participates in the plan, so there is a responsibil- 
ity on every citizen here to co-operate to the utmost to make this gi- 
gantic national plan a complete success. Every EMPLOYER and every 
CONSUMER has a definite responsibility to assume. 

The N. R. A. calls upon every employer to shorten hours of labor, 
so as.to make room for more employees.

Calculate Calories At Start . 
Of Reducing Diet—Here’s How 


Dr. Shirley W. Wynne in 
First Article on Safe Reduc-. 
ing, Discusses Food Needs 


This tc the first of a series of 
articles on wetght control by Dr. 
Wynne.

There is no royal road to weight 
control, but the proper and health- 
ful way to reduce is, nevertheless, 
not difficult. Al) that is required is 
a little perseverance and self-con- 
trol, and a desire to understand the 
fundamental causes of overweight. 

In about 99 cases out of 100, the 
chief cause is overeating—especial- 


lv eating too muoeh of the wrong 


kind of food. 
Why We Get Fat 


The food we take into our bodies 


is fuel. If we eat more food than js 
required to produce the amount of 


energy our daily activities call for. 
it is transformed into fat and 
stored until there ia a demand for 
it. This demand is created only 
when the body needs more anergy 
than is supplied by the daily in- 
take. Then a call is sant out to 
change the fat back into energy- 
releasing substances, and the y 
consumes them to meet ita needs. 
The energy requirements of the 
body are measured by aecientific 
units called calories. Here ia the 
way to calculate the calories you 
require: 
Calculating Your Caleries 
Consult a table of heights and 
weights to determine what your 
normal weight should be. You can 
get such tables from insurance 
companies. Most pay scales in drug 
stores, stations, ete., also have 
a height-weight table attached. 
Multiply your normal weight by 
15 if you take no exerci. 
17 if you take light exercise. 
19 if you take moderate exer- 


22 if you do muscular labors 
25 if you do severe labor. 
ou 


\calories for your daily food require- 


ments if you are not now over- 
weight. 

If you are overweight, subtract 
1,000 calories from this number— 
and you have your proper reducing 
dict. This safe reducing diet pro- 
vides for you te use 1,000 calories 
a day from the fat stores in your 
body.

Bans Liquor Advertising 


The Editor and Publisher of 
New York prints an article under 
date of August 26th, 1933 which 
is of particular interest to many in 
Northfield because of the fact that 
Mr. Fry whom the article quotes 
is President of the Northfield 
Schools. The article is as follows: 

“N. W. Ayer and Son, In«, na- 
tionally known advertising agen- 
cy of Philadelphia, has cancelled 
its advertising contract with Can- 
ada Dry Ginger Ale, Inc.. because 
the company will seil beor and 
whiskey after rep2a!. 

That was revealed by Wilfred 
W. Fry, president of the agency. 

He predicted that the return of 
liquor will “divert an important 
share of America’s mass purchzus- 
ing power from essential com- 
modities.”’ 

Pointing out that his company 
long aga adopted the policy of not 
advertising alcohol, Fr; said: 

‘In the case ot a client who 
manufactures or distributes elco- 
holic beverages, this would create 
for us an impossible situation, 
since we would then be in the po- 
sition of making alcoho! attrac- 
tive to the youth of this country. 

“Furthermore, we do not wish 
to classify our cliznts with the l:q- 
uor business. 

“This has been our psiicy since 
the last century. We helieve ia it 
so completely thet we nave can- 
celled a ten-year old ngreement 
with Canada Dry Ginger Ale fol- 
lowing that client’s decision to en- 
gage in the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of beer and whiskey cf- 
ter repeal. 

“We regret the cond‘tion which 
necessitated this step, but on a 
strictly business basis we are cer- 
tain we are right.” 

Fry admitted repeal will Lrirg 
many millions of dollars into fed- 
eral ,state and local trcasuries, 
but declared that “this contrivu- 
tion, in the main, will he made iy 
that class of the public which can 
least afford it.” 

“The moral questions in renesl 
can be left out entirelv,’’ he syvid 
“but from + purely business 
standpoint, we still cannot sec a 
very happy resu!t in the retuim cf 
liquor. 


“The liquor business has not 


changed. When the 36th state has: 


been lined up, it wil be run by 
the same old crowd in the same 
old way.”

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Inspection Of Barns 
Started By State 


The long-awaited uniform _in- 
spection of dairy barns and prem- 
ises by the state is now in active 
Operation according to Dr. A. W., 
Gilbert, commissioner of agricul. | 
ture and chairman of the milk 
regulation board, which has the 
uniform inspection program in its 
charge. A modest start is being 
made, he says, with six well qual- 
ified inspectors, but the staff of 
inspectors will be increased and | 
the program speeded up a little : 
later. | 

One of the first moves of the 
board is to determine to what ex- | 
tent cities and towns intend to 
continue to inspect their entire 
milk supplies and to what extent | 
they wish the state to take over 
some part of it. Under the law 
providing for uniform 
of all milk sold within the state, 
the board accepts the inspection of 
health departments of cities and 
towns. Most of the larger places 
will continue to make their regu 
lar inspections but some of the 
smaller cities may turn the inspec- 
tion over, in part or wholly, to the 


state. Until all the cities have ex. 
pressed their wishes in this re- | 


spect, the extent of the state in 
spection system and the = speed 
with which it will develop is not 
sure.
